Qne of the mast’ vital and 
urgent before the country to-day 
is the housing problem, and if 
we judged the progress made to- 
wards its solution by the amount 
of official breath and printer's ink 
expended. upon it, we misht be 
led to beleve that something of a 
very definite character had been 
achieved. - 

The Prime. Minister himselfset 
the ball rolling with eloquent 
and picturesque descriptions of 
the houses which would be built 
with soch speed that before wo 
knew what was happening tha 
shortage . of accommodation 
wonld utterly disappear, and 
since then the Ministry of Health 
has published volaminious statis- 
ties of housing schemes sub- 
mitted by local authorities all 
over the country. Is is indeed 
cheering to read thatin this place 
plans for ones hundred and four 
houses have been submitted and 
approved ;and that in another 
place plans for two hundred 
housea have been submitted—and 
approved: but one’s cheeritness is 
somewhat damped when the 
sutceeding column, devozed to 
the number of houses tendered 
for, is of necessity leit 2 hopeless 
blank. 

I: is a comparatively easy 
thing. and certainly ao very in- 
teresting occupation, to prepare 
bouncing schemes, and if you ap- 
proach the Ministry of Health on 
the subject they will doubiless 
tell you, with = glow of pride, 
that they have feceived no fewer 
than nine tbhonsand schemes, 
whick inclode plans for over 


spose hundred and seventy thov- 


sand bonuses. They willeven go 
further, if yon press them, and 
tell you that many tenders hare 
submitted and approved 
(although, in comparison with 
the number of plans approved, 
these tenders are veryiew), Bat 
if yon press your Inqniry stil} 
fortber, and Seek to discover how 
many houses have actually been 
built. you will find the number is 
very small, and you will discover 
that the number in course of 
erection is also very small. and 
tha: the nomber likely to ba 
erected under the present scheme 
either’ in the near or distant

DANGER 7TO PUBLIC HEALTH 
. The housing problem is rapidly 
teaching & crisis, and the serious- 
ness of the crisis cannot be 
exaggerated. . We are nox in the 
second summer after the Armis- 
tice: our great armies are 
Semobilised, and the lack of 
accommodation, which was 
serious before our troops were 
disbanced, is now an exceedingly 
serious matter. The overcrowd- 
ing which exists to-day is a grave 
threat to the bealth of the 
nation; there are thousands of 
cases in which families 
are herded togther in one or two 
small sooms acd so scarce is even 
this inadequate accommodation 
that there are people only too 
ready to pay the workbouse 
authorities. for permission to 
occupy acubicle in a poorhouse. 
A moment's consideration will 
make it evident to anyone that

There-is vo borking the fact 
that the Government's housing 
schem is’ an titer failure, and 
is is of paramount importance 
that an alternativescheme should 
be put into operation immadiately. 
Is is time that the Government 
awoke to the fact that mere plans 
‘for houses are not habitable—it is 
houses built with bricks and 
mortar that we want and most 
have with the least poasible delay. 

NATIONAL LOAN IMPERATIVE, 

The grea! outstanding flaw in 
the preaent scheme 1s the fact 
that tho local authorities whilst 
showing the greatest enthusiasm 
in the matter, are unable. to 
build hovses for the simple 
reason that, with few negligible 
exceptions, they find ic impossible 
to raise the necessary money, 
and the explanstion for this is 
not far to sevk?* In.che first place 
the competition between the 
various abthorities to raise loans 
make money dear, and in the 
second place, those districts 
where bonuses are os moat 
urgestiy required are - popu- 
lated by people least able 
to advance the  necéssary 
sums. Take Swindon as an ex- 
ample. This town bas s popsl- 
ation of between 56,000 and 
57,000, for the mos: part com- 
prised of railway workers, who’ 
are manilestly unable to xdvance 
apy considerable amount of 
money forthe building of houses; 
therefore, the Swirdon scheme 
falla down through tack --cf 
capital. ; : 

The whole conception of the 
present rcheme is wrong, and the 
only thing to be done, if wo 
ere ever to see eny new 
houses, js for the Government it- 
self to undertake the raising of 
the necessary fonds “by in- 
augurating 8 national loan and 
apportioning the moner to the 
various Joca] suthorities aceord- 
ing to their needs. The financial 
difficulties overcome, tbe Govern- 
inent would then ba well advised 
to mobilise all the building 
tesources of the country and 
direct their distribution. And 
having done this, the Government 
mous? see to it that the Ministry 
in charge does not,in its zaal tn 
achieve its own particular ideals, 
pat avy unnecessary broke upon 
the efforts 6f the local eutborities 
to bring the scheme to fraitiqn. 

HOW SOT TO DO IT. ; 

Bedford provides sn admirable 
example of bow things should 
not be done. In October, 1917, 
the Bedford Town Council met 
to consider the housing problem 
and since ‘November, 1918, it 
has been in communication with

THE LEAGUE. 


MR BALFOUR AND ITs 
ENEMIES. 


The framers of the Lesgue ul 
Nations never contemplated it as 
an instrument for rescuing Europe 
from its present condition of 
chacs, bot as aD instroment-- 
when Europe was rearranged— 
for seeing it was maintained on 
principles of justice and equity. 
This announcement by Mr. 

’ Balfour was recived with cheery 
in the House of Commons when 
he msde a statement on the 
position ond prospects of the 
League. 

Ho was, besaid, one of thase who 
believed thatifthe League, acting 
asthe orcarof the Pesce Con- 
ference, failed in its endeavours 
to promote the diminution of arm- 
aments: wuch of ils utility would 
be gone. (Hear. hear) If each 
nation declined to adopt any form 
of disarmament oa the ground thar 
armamentson the old scale were 
necessary, then the tragedy for 
the world would-be great indeed. 


SHAM PHILOSOPHY. 


The work that lay before the 
League was no: on!y of infinite 
importance, but it was of almost 
jnfinite difficulty. (Hear, bear.) 
Apart from its candid friends, 
the League had two sets of 
enemies. The first were those 
who frankly disliked the Lesgue. 
Sometimes thes were what were 
called ;»men of -the world. A 
‘man of tha worki was one 
who did nut believe anything 
good of the world (laughter 
and ‘cheers}-and who did” not 
think the world was capable of 
improvement. He shared neither 
of these views. The world could 
and bed improved, and if the 
nations working in concert used 
the machinery created by the 
League they would gradually 
builu up astate o: public feeling 
which, in the absence of any 
positive sanction, would make 
auch disasters s3 we had gone 
through during the past five years 
absolutely impossidle. . (Cheers.) 
Among otber enemies of the 
League were those whoin some 
mysterious way had persuaded 
themselves that war was 2 great 
movaliser, Then there were those 
who thought tha: s state of on- 
iversal warfare was really the 
best method of obtaining un- 
jversal progress. These people 
did nothing but harm by spread- 
ing this sham philosophy among

tha young and ignorant. 
(Laugbter.) . 


PANGEROLS FANATICS. 


But much more dangerous than 
thesa enemies were tho people 
who objected that the League did 
not go far enough. They thought 
it wasso powerless as to be utterly 
contemptible. These were the 
enemies he was really afraid o', 
because if they were allowed to 
have tbeir way they would 
destroy the League altogether. Hi 
the fanatics—it he might use the 
term without offence—were 
allowed to dictate the policy of 
the Leasuo he was certain they 
would blow it topieces. Delay 
and publicity were the two msaip 
instruments for preventing ixter- 
national disputes. Then there was 
arbitration, and if that failed there 
was the commercial boycott, 
and in the last resort military 
measures. The League was not 
and could no: be a complete in- 
strument for bringing order ont 
of existing chaos, and those who 
threw on it that burden in the 
name of peace and of the League 
of Nations were doing i: the 
greatest disservice. The League 
wa3 maimed and crippled because 
we had not been able to induce 
the Unired States to take part in 
ix. Let them no:, by throwing o1 
js burdens it was ill-Gtted to bear, 
destroy the most promising effort 
in the direction of renewed 
civilisation whieb mankind bad 
Fe: made. (Cheery.) * 


AUASE FOR INTER VESTIOS. : 


Mr. Asquith did) not differ 
fundamentally from the detinition 
Mr. Balfour bad given a5 to the 
normst and proper sevivites of the 
League. With regard tothe re- 
daction .of armaments, he ex- 

sessed the hope thatthe Great 
Powers who were victorious in 
the war and were now represent- 
ed in the Council of the League 
woonld not te slow tosetan ex. 
ample not only by suggestion, but 
in practice of what disarmament 
really meant. (Hear, hear.) Ag 
to the recent aggressive action of 
Poland againss russia, he 
maintained that it wags a 
clear case in which the 
Lesgue had the power to 
intervene. It was its duty to 
intervene, and wo hed not jet 
had soy satisfactory reason given 
a3 to why im this crucial test case 
the Powers with the greatest 
authority stood by with folded 
arms in silence and inertia, while 
its aggressive neighbour, Poland 
went on. He urged that the

Fanatics were sometimes useful, 
and even necessary. elements in 
every great. movement—{lsugh- 
terk—but he was not sure that 
great movements were bes: led by 
people who were always in a 
state of red-bo: zeal. Lord FR. 
Cecil's share in bringing about 
the Covenant bad led him to 2 
frame of mind which made him

on certain minor aspects. He 
was in tbat frame of semi-theolo- 
gical violence where the smallest 
variation from the approved doc- 
trines aroused wrath in certain 
temperaments quite out of pro- 
portion to the real differences. 
War between Poland and Russia. 
he., pointed out was going 
on before. the League was 
constitated. He could not con- 
ceive 8 mora difficul! or doubi- 
fol case for the interven- 
tion of the Lesgue. The Poles 
asserted that they were. wel- 
comed, as liberators from the 
Bolsheviks. If the League had 
rushed in ther could have only 
hindered Poland and they could 
not bave controlled the Bol- 
sbeviks. The League could not 
do the work of the Supreme 
Council. The Supreme Council 
must do its own work, and the 
sooner it finished it tha better 
would the Prima Minister and 
his colleagues be plaasad.

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EMPIRE SHIPPING | FACILITIES. 


Whilst we in Hongkong are “Yooking forward to the eventual 
improvement of our harbour—and that means the improvement of 
. our shipping facilities—it is interesting to call to mind that the 
Government st Home is payiog due heed to the big question of 
Imperial shipping, as is evidenced’by the recent appointment of an 
Imperis! Soippmg Commitee. We note with pleasure that jt is 
agreed among important shipping circles that the Committee is a 
strongonos and that an excellent choice has been made of the 
shipping representalives. One of thas must important shipping 
joornals a: Home recently devoted itself to a leading article on 
this matter, pointing out tbat the work which had been entrusted to 
tbe Committee was of an important character thas would occupy 
a considerable period in consideration. 

Of the need of establishing improved commuziication between 
the Motner Conniry and the Dominions and outlying Colonies there 
can.be no disagreemeot. It must be readily admitted that the life 
of the Britisn Empire depends primarily upon its sea communice- 

‘ tions. Whatever the.existing magnitude of the ocean-borne 
commerce between the Unitet Kingdom and the Dominions, 
producer, menofacturer, and merchaot alike are vitally concerned 
with securing cheap, regular, and efficient transport for their goods. 
and consequently with the progressive improvement of the Empire's 
shipping facilities. Yet. as was pointed out in the report of the 
Dominions Royal Commission, it is obvious to anyone who studies 
the problem that the pre-war facilies fur commercial intercourse 
between the scattered parts of the Empire, not from any fault of the 
shipowner, however, were infinitely below the best available stan- 
derd. Co-ordication and co-operation between the various autbor- 
ities were wanting, and the proper development of ocean com- 
munication Jacked its indispensible basis. There was little scientific 
anticipation of coming events, and stil] less preparation on a 

. generous scale for fature possibilities. It seemed, indeed, as though 
otber nations bad applied to the problem of barbour development, 
whicb is the indispensible basis to which reference is made above, 
8 clearer vision of the future, and s broader comprehension of pro- 
gressive tendencies. Lo-day there is every incentive to devise some 
means of permanent betterment of sea routes witbin the Empire, 
and 80 sppiy 2 powerful impulse to Imperial trade. One-welcomes, 
therefore, the. wide terms of reference of the Imperial Shipping 
Committee. They are charged not only to inquire into complaints 


“. with regard to ocean freights, facilities and conditions for inter- 


- Imperial trade, but to make a broad survey of the facilities for 
maritime transport on Empire routes. They are alao asked to make 
recommendations for the co-ofdination and improvement of such 
facilities witb regard to the type, size, and speed of ships, depth of 
water in docks and channels, construction of harbour works, and 
similar matters. It is common knowledge that the operations of 
shipowners bave materially restricted owing.to the absence 
of-adequate’ harbour— facilitios—for—tho—ships. —engaged—in—orer- 
seas trade, and that the size avd depth of vessels to onable them 
to be operated on 2 true economic basis has been governed by. cons 
siderations which ought not to apply. For this reason the decisia 
to entrust this committee with an investigation of this branch of ‘the

SHIP'S LIGHTS. 


Acorresponient whois engaged 
on the West River run bas brought 
to our notice a matser that is 
deserving of attention. Hestates 
that a night or two age, between 
Wangmoon zed beacon hight and 
Flat Island, nine steamers were 
passing, West River bound.

as ships leaving: Hongkong are 
concerned.

An interesting and practical 
contribution to the solution of the 
housing problem has recently - 
been made at Bourneyille. To 
demonstrate what might be done 
nationally with various kinds of 
building materials, Messrs Cad- 
bory erected a number of 
mental houses, in which five 
different methods of construction - 
were employed. Examples af the 
wooden bungalow, the brick bun- 
galow, as well as houses of the 
villa type built with conerete 
blocks, have been put up. Tho 
erection of thy wooden bungalow 
occupied twelve weeks, and the 
brick busgalow nine weeks, bat 
those périods, in good weather, it 
is thought might be considerably 
reduced. Ths wooden bungalow 
consisis of living room, three 
bedrooms, « scollery, bathroons, 
larder, linen reom, &c., and there 
is 730 square yards of garden. 
There is a gas-heated bot-water 
system, ahd an up to-date 
cooking range. Similar ac 
commodstion is provided in 
the brick bungalow, but the 
rooms are somewhst smaller. 
Both types of houses cost £300, 
and the rental is given as 13e. 
per week, exclusive of rates. Two 
houses of the villa type built of 
concrete block were completed in 
five months. An in eresting ex- 
periment 'was also made with 
building a bungalow on the pise 
de terre (rammed earth) principle.

JAPANESE TENNIS EXPERT. 
HOW SHIMIDZU LEARNED 
THE GAME. 

The sensational defeat by Mr. 
Z. Shimidzo. the famous Japanese 
player, of M. Gobert, the French 
champion, was the great event.at 
the lawn tennis championship 
meeting at Wimbledon recently. 

In the following special article 
Mr. Shimidzu relates bow he 
learned the game, and gives an 
insight into the Izen tennis 
methods of Japan :— . 

Tt. was about 40 years ago that 
the game of lawn tennis was 
intreduced into Japan from 
England.” ~ moe - 

In the beginning the regulation 
covered balls were used, but the 
game being chiefly played in 
schools, on bard courts, these 
covered balls were found to be 
too expensive, and after a little 
time the uncovered ball was 
adopted.
